ment of our tural’ roads, and 
whether they should be gravelled 
or-not. . 

-The ‘regrading which has been 
‘done on roads is a fairly good 
beginning. Our rural roads aré 
merely under construction and 
far from being finished. We have 
only ten feet which is available 
for traffic,. whereas we. should be 
entitled to the full-width of the 
road allowance for all kinds. of 
public traffic, We have no toads 


_ whatever for sleighing, and. the 


winter ttme is a period when the 


‘farmers use the roads the most. 


It is almost impossible to take an 


eight-foot binder along the pre- 


sent natrow-gradés, and to move 
any kind of building, cither on 
skids, sléighs ‘or wagon wheels, 
along these unfinished narrow 
roads, is an impossibility. 

Imagine your streets in cities 
and towns in the condition of our 
rural roads, with two drainage 
ditches from one to two feet 
deep about one-third of the, dis- 
tance from each side of the street, 
making it impossible fora person 
to drive actoss them. I:do not 
think that you would ‘advocate 
gravelling or paving. them’ in the. 
centre, -but rather would you 
want to see them finished to the 
full width of your streets. 

In my opinion, the first-step to 


take to improve our roads is to} 


break a few furrows, more on 
each side of the grade already 
made... By turniag the sods to- 


wards the grade they would fill 
up those deep ditches, thus leav- 


-ing a wider and shallower drain- 


age, and-making. it. possible for a 
person to cross over them. In the 
winter time there would-be fairly 
good sleighing along in this low 
place, as the snow would natur- 
ally lodge there. © 

The next step we should take 
in order to complete our rural 
roads is to move the telephone 
line out to the edge of the road 


‘allowance, or at least, on replac- 


ing poles ‘which have decayed, 
this could be done, and all new 
lines should be placed out on the 


edge also, where they belong. 
‘Telephone poles standing six 
feet in on the road ~allowance 


have been the cause of number- 
less acci@ents some of them re- 
sulting in loss of human life be- 
sides damage and. expense to the 
victims, and are altogether a 
menace to-the travelling public. 
When this is done and the grade) 


preceding paragraph, both sides 
(from the centre of the grade) 
should be worked down smooth 
and levelled where it is needed, 
and then seeded down to tame 
grass. The farmers whose land 
adjoins the road should have the 
right to the hay, but they should 
be required to keep their portion 
of the road in good repair by drag 
ging and filling in any wash-outs 
where they occur. After this has 
all been done will be time enough 
to gravel the roads if advisable. 
This question should be settled 
by all the users of the rural roads, 
however, as I believe that it 
would mean a greater expense to 
the farmers to keep their horses 
shod the year round, and to the 
users of autombiles in wear and 
tear of tires. _

New One-Ton Bit 
- Bestin Alberta 


Last Wednesday the drillers at 
the Imperial Oil . well north of 
Fabyan received one of the’ finest 
drill bits that has eyer reachéd 
Alberta. This is a ten inch Reed 
Roller Bit made by the Reed 
4) Roller Bot Co.'o fHouston, Texas 
This bit. weighs about one ten, 
and - is especially adapted for 
drilling in hard rock formations, 
it probably holds the. record for 


fast drilling in the United-States.| 


In July a well was completed at 
Richfield. California which made 
4,000 feet in six. weeks the Reed 
Roller drill was used on all hard 
formation, which in that district 
is quite thick. So far the ordin- 
ary drill bit has passed through 
all the shells encountered at the 
big well, These have principally 
been: sandstone’ which are com- 
1 Ata EVELY soft.

Western Matters At 


Conference In Winnipeg 


Winnipeg.—-Joint action by Manl- 
toba, Saskatchewan ‘and Alberta, to, 
bring about substantial reductions in 
freight rates, a reduction in the tariff, 
transfer of natural resources to con- 
trol the western provinces and _ the 
adoption of similar immigration poli- 
cies was approved by representatives 
of the prairie provinces in conference 
here. Those present at the confer- 
ence included Premier Norris, of 
Manitoba; Premier Greenfield, of Al- 
berta; Hon. J. H. Brownlee, Alberta; 
Hon, C. A.. Dunning, Saskatchewan, 
and members of the Manitoba cabinet. 

The -deliberations of the confer- 
ence, according to the official state- 
ment, were in the nature of an ex- 
change of views on matters of mu- 
tual interest to the three provinces 
and the trend of the discussions 
had in view. the improvement of con- 
ditions of these provinces, particular- 
ly from an agricultural standpoint. - 


In view of the fact that the ac- 
tions advocated will require to be 
considered and dealt with by each 
of the legislatures shortly to  con- 
vene no definite decisions were -ar- 
rived at pending action by the respec- 
tive provincial parliaments. 

There was general agreement on the 
main principles of the subjects dis- 
cussed, the statement continues, more 
particularly that every effort should 
be exerted to bring about substantial 
reductions in the freight rates, a re- 
duction in the tariff and transfer of 
the natural resources to the western 
provinces. 

The sentiment of the conference 
favored joint action, and close co-. 
operation on the part of the prairie 
provinces with respect to these is- 
sues, and the conclusions arrived at 
will be submitted to the respective 
legislatures. for full consideration, 
the official statement says.
